Decision and Order

The color of the node antennas and related polentadiequipment boxes shall be determined upon
consultation with the Merritt Parkway Advisory Coriti@e.

If the Distributed Antenna System, as a whole, esds provide wireless services for a period of one
year, this Decision and Order shall be void, aredRktitioner shall remove all associated equipment
or reapply for any continued or new use to the Cdurefore any such use is made.

The Petitioner, prior to submission of the D&M PBlahall provide a copy to the Council of the final
National Environmental Policy Act analysis.
